Satellite's 
’Radio Brain’ 
Is Dead 


CAPE CANAVERAL, Fla. i/P* 
T racking stations scanned the skies 
today on the slim ch ance that a 
“ radio brain” satellite is orbiting 
the earth despite a malfunction in 
the upper stag es of Hie launching 
rocket. 


The 75-pound satellite, designed 
to inv estigate the effects of the 
ionosphere on long-range radio and 
telev ision 
communications, 
was 
hurled aloft from this spaceport 
Friday night in the nose of a four- 
stag e rocket. 


The 
ionosphere 
reflects 
radio 
w-av es back to earth and thus is 
v ital to communications. 
The 
National 
A eronautics 
and 
Space 
A dm inistration 
announced 
the first stag e of the J uno II per­ 
formed perfectly , but 20 or 30 sec­ 
onds later radio contact was lost 
with the v ehicle. Study of telemetry 
data indicated a malfunction. 


“ The pay load did not. achiev e its 
planned orbit,” a statement said, 
•‘but there is some possibility that 
an orbit undetermined at this time 
was achiev ed.” 
Ev en if the satellite is found, it 
would be useless to scientists be­ 
cause its radio v oice is gone. This 
failure sty m ies an effort to learn 
more about the ionosphere, an elec­ 
trically charged field which sur­ 
rounds the earth.
